FITZGERALD'S 


DEFECTM MEMORY 


(Looks More Like Perjury to 


District Attorney-Hilj' 


Boston, 
July 1.—Former Mayor 


Fitzgerald was directly accused 
ol 


perjury and of trying to "throw the 
government's case" by District At- 
torney Hill in his summing up of the 
government's caso against 
M. 
J. 


Mitchell and T. P. Maher, charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the city 
of $13,000 by means of flagstone con- 
tracts during the Fitzgerald adminis- 
tration. 


Fitzgerald was one of tlie witnesses 


in the case. His testimony through- 
out was marked by an 
absence of 


memory as to what he had previ- 
ously given in evidence before the 
grand Jury. 


"There is just one thing that I want 


to say about that (Fitzgerald's) testi- 
mony and that is that it was not 
honest 
testimony," declared 
Hill, 


"and that Mr. Fitzgerald, when he 
came here, did not come here .with 
the purpose of telling the truth to this 
jury and did not tell the 'truth'.to this 
jury, and that his object.was-to]throw 
the government's case because he 
probably thinks that we rely on him." 


THE "BOSTON AGREEMENT' 


Three Bridge Companies Concerned In 


It Ordered by Court to Pay Fine 


Boston, July 1.—The long drawn 


out series of cases-resulting from the 
discovery by the finance commission 
of the famous "Boston agreement" in 
connection with bids for steel contract 
work reached still another stage wlien 
four firms pleaded guilty to-collusive 
bidding and were flned by judge San- 
derson .in the superior criminal court. 


The Boston Bridge, Works and tho 


Uroton Bridge company were each 
hned $1500 and the Canton Bridge 
company $2000 for agreed .bidding In 
two contracts.

Concrete. 


To those who are familiar with the handling ot concrete, the Bdl- 


KOn.method of constructing an entire house at a single pouring, seems 
like ii visionary one, but a system seemingly as impractical wheuehy 
tiie walls of a building lire moulded one at a time, flat on the ground, 
and then tllteil into place has been .tried and found successful. 


The saving in time and. labor by constructing a building in this 


novel form is great, as the material lias to be raised hut a short dis- 
' tance from-the ground, and no false work, as the wooden forms are 
called, into which the concrete is usually poured, is necesasry. 


The equipment consists oC a series o[ specially constructed der- 


ricks, or, technically, jacks, for raising the completed -wall into po- 
sition, and a platform built of two inch lumber, which rests upon 
the jacks a few feet above the ground. 
• 


In starting the work, the platform is laid inside the proposed 


building and hoards placed about the four sides to complete the form 
of the wall to be built. The window frames are placed on the.plat- 
form, with cornices and window caps, previously cast, in their proper 
positions. The concrete mixture'is then poured in to the depth of 
about two inches, following which one-fourth inch twisted steel rods 
are. placed in both directions across the surface, about six inches 
apart, and more concrete poured on ami tamped until the wall is four 
inches thick. Lastly, a facing of white cement is put on to give the 
wall a linish. 
. . , . . ' .

In forty-eight hours after pouring, the first wall is raised into po- 


sition by means ot the jacks underneath the platform, and so accur- 
ately is the apparatus placed, that the wall will swing into a .verti- 
cal position on its foundation without the least difficulty. It is held 


In place temporarily by props and the platform removed and set in 
position for the next, wall. And thus the work is continued. 
, - 


After all the walls have been erected in this way, the rods, which 


have been allowed to protrude ot the edges o£ the different sections, 
are twisted together at the corners and concrete poured in to fill the 
space and make a neat joint. Thus all the walls are bound firmly to- 
gether. The columns and girders, made from the same material, are 
next erected and the floors laid on these. 


A novel method is adopted in the construction of the floor, It 


being made of blocks of concrete two and one-half Inches thick. These 
blocks are cast on the ground by first constructing a form with four 
rectangular pieces of board on a bed of sand. The blocks are rein- 
forced with one-fourth inch iron rods, which arc allowed to protrude 
at the sides a short distance. As each block is cast it is covered with 
a sheet of heavy paper, and after ten minutes another block Is cast on 
top of it. By starting several piles at once, no time is lost in wait- 
ing for the blocks to become hard enough so that others can be mould- 


ed on top of them. 
~ 
. 


After laying the floor of the building with these blocks, the pro- 


truding rods are joined and the spaces between the blocks filled with 
rich concrete mortar, so that a perfect bond is formed throughout the 
entire floor. The lloor then receives a finishing cat of concrete on top, 
bringing the thickness up to the desired six Inches.

and the other eastern coast states

the war department which gives in- 
structions for "che maneuvers of the 
'coast artillery troops and their in- 
fantry supports' during ,the summer 
months. Jn line with the policy or 
the government in bringing the mi- 
litia forces up to the regular army 
standard, all officers and 
enlisted 


pien will Be examined before leav- 
ing their home stations and- all who 
who are unfit for service 
in 
the 


Held, or wh'o are likely to become 
sources of infection to.: the 
troops 


in camp will be left behind. "

have been "instructed -to 
have

camp provided for the arriving mi- 
litia companies one hundred rations 


.and fuel for-immediate use. In lo- 


calities where mosquitoes are pres- 
ent all officers and enlisted men of 
the militia will be required to used 


the netting for the prevention of in- 
fection; 


The 'medical officer of each com- 


mand will order the sterilizing 
of. 


drinking water when it is consider- 
ed necessary, and all garbage and re 
fuse from camps \vill be disposed- of 
according to the Uniter States army 
field -regulations. 
Visiting civil or 


state officers will be allowed to tour 
the encampment only at such tinies 
as ' will not conflict withthe combin- 
ed exercises air of which will end at 
about eleven o'cock each night. In 
struction of the coast artillery troops 
and the infantry reserves will be 
graded by the regular army authorit- 
ies • in. accordance with the previous 
instruction of the troops of the mil 
itia taking part, egular army 
offi- 


cers,' who will act as instructors for 
the militia supports, will arrive at 
the manoeuver grounds at least a 
week in advance of the militia troops. 
Each evening the commissioned and 
non commissioned officers of the mil- 
itia supports will be assembled in 
separate schools for a lecture ana a 
review of the military situation. 


Because of the use of the "wax"- 


bullet as blank ammunition in simu 
lating attacks the war department 
has ordered that all pieces b*e elevat- 
ed about twenty degrees. Both reg 
ular and militia officers will be re 
quired to submit to artillery district 
commanders a report of their per 
sonal opinions of the daily exercises,

New 
lavatories, baths kitchens and mess 
shelters will be constructed in ac 
corda'nce with plans to be furnished 
by the quartermaster' general, and 
transportation 
will in all cases be 


•xrranged so that organizations will 
irive at tlieir destinations not later 
than 10 o'clock p. m. 


Another of. the provisions of this 


order is that no subsistence shall be 
issued to commisioiied officers of: the 
militia. 


Officers nnd enlisted men of tho 


militia on duty at coast forts will 
be allowed to purchase for cash all 
articles kept for stile by post com 
mjsariea at tlie same rates as do the 
regular army men. 


It. is provided, also, that men suf 


ficicutly Sick to require teatmeut In 
bed will not be kept in camp but sent 
to their homes or to the nearest post 
hospital.
